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Have frequently experienced, in my early 
practice, the want of a publication iike the pre- 
fent, it is natural to fuppofe there are many others, 
who muf fometimes feel a fimilar inconvenience 
or difadvantage. To fuch medical practitioners, 
then, this little manual is chiefly offered; and to 
fach, T truit, it will not prove altogether unac- 
ceptable. It may ferve at leaft, often, to fupply 
the exigencies of the moment, and may even fave, 
on fome occafions, the trouble of’ referring to 
larger works. 

It will be perceived, that I have followed the 
example of Dr. Latham, in marking the proper 
and eftablithed meafure of feveral words. This, 
it is obvious, has not been done without reafon, 
fince the pronunciation of fome even of our moit 
‘common technical terms is fometimes; either from 
ignorance or cuftom, barbaroufly perverted. 

That I ftand entitled equally to indulgence, in 
having alfo fubjoined toa number of words their 
re{pective genders and genitive cafes, may, indeed, 
be doubted. To the young phyfician, however, 
who happens, as yet, to be familiar with but few 

of 
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of the feveral medicinal fubftances ‘employed, thofe 
additions cannot fail of being acceptable; efpecially 
when he confiders the timely aid, which, on cer- 
tain occafions,.they may be found capable of af- 
fording. 

With regard to the dofes of medicines,’ it is 
proper to remark, that they are meant for adults 
where the contrary is not particularly expreffed. 
Hence for children a reduction of the quantity 
{pecified will be neceflary, proportioned to their 
different ages; to which, perhaps, fome pratti- 
tioners may find themfelves inadequate, without 
fome general rule or principle to direét their cal- 
culation. For the ufe of fuch, therefore, a {uit- 
able table has been drawn up, and prefixed to this 
work, as will be immediately hereafter feen. But 
this, it is to be wnderftood, is intended only to 
fupply the deficiency now mentioned; the cir 
cumftances attending difeafes being often fuch as 
will render deviations requifite, for which no fuf 
ficient rules can conveniently be given, and which 
therefore muft be left to the kill, judgment, and 
obfervation of the prefcriber. 3

When this, therefore, 
fhould make a part of the prefcriber’s intention, a 
preferable method will be to form an emulfion, by 
fhaking with the oil and water four or five drops of 
waiter of pure ammonia, before adding the falt.
